iwould be advisable for us to atteapt to stop exchanges, since this 
would be eontraiy US poaitl«M3 favoring greater contacts and woiild have 
adverse propag^ada effect. Also, there are inteHlg«jc« gains to be 
Mdiieved for iest tJirough carefully planned contacts, and hope that 
Increased contacts win give Soviet officials acre rational agjpreci- 
atioa of Western viei^lnts and will promote evolutionary process In 
Soviet inioa over 'Uie long years.

(1) tadte initiative in promoting those types of exchanges we azw 
intez^sted in, azad (2) atteapt to conduct such axchac^es on basis 
carefully thought out plans*
